1 . This is in response to the amendment filed on 30 March 2009. 

2. Claims 1-4, 7, 9-25, 28 and 30-35 are pending in the application. 

3. Claims 1-4, 7, 9-25, 28 and 30-35 have been allowed. 

4. Claims 5, 6, 8, 26, 27 and 29 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-4, 7, 9-25, 28 and 30-35 are allowed.

Prior art does not disclose, teach or fairly suggest controlling a data output path carrying 
media content of a client system with a compliance mechanism by diverting a commonly used 
data pathway of a media content presentation application to a controlled data pathway monitored 
by the compliance mechanism.
